An  Expanded  Interior  Design  Program

X JL  s the  academic  year  1992- 
1993  began.  Pine  Manor  introduced 
an  exciting  new  interdisciplinary 
program.  The  Departments  of  Visual 
Arts  and  Art  History  had 
collaborated  to  develop  an 
expanded  Interior  Design 
Program.  With  the  help  of 
external  consultants,  they 
created  a program  with  an 
historical  focus  in  interior 
design.  The  program  has 
a core  of  seven  courses — 
some  focused  on  Art  History 
and  some  on  Visual  Arts. 

Tire  faculty  for  the 
expanded  program  consists 
of  professional  designers, 
carrying  impressive 
credentials  in  the  field, 
and  valued  senior  faculty, 
proficient  in  the  historical 
aspects  of  interior  design 
and  the  visual  arts. 

From  the  core  courses, 
students  can  branch  out 
toward  their  greatest  interest. 

Some  opt  for  architectural 
drafting  or  interior  design 
while  others  move  toward 
historical  aspects,  such  as 
restoration,  preservation 
and  reconstruction. 

A primary  feature  of  the  program 
is  the  state-of-the-art  CAD  Computer 
Laboratory  in  the  Abercrombie  Fine 


Arts  Building,  where  students  work 
with  the  newest  arid  best  computer- 
aided  design  and  drafting  programs. 
Affiliation  with  schools  such  as 


Wentworth  Institute  of  Technology 
and  the  Boston  Architectural  Center, 
combined  with  PMC's  internship 
program,  increases  the  options  for 
hands-on  learning. 


Students  are  excited  about  tire 
new  courses  and  the  opportunity 
to  translate  their  design  perspectives 
onto  computer  tools  used  by  today's 
designers  and  architects.  VA 
231,  Interiors  I,  Introduction 
to  Architectural  Drawing, 
is  the  gateway  course  of  the 
program,  relying  on  the 
expertise  of  a professional 
designer,  and  incorporating 
computer  graphics  design 
capabilities  used  by  design 
firms.  Another  exciting 
permanent  addition  to  the 
program  is  the  Pamela 
Shaw  Ferry  Lectureship  in 
Interior  Design.  (See  p.  17.) 

Assistant  Professor  Susan 
Butler,  BA  Coordinator  in 
the  Visual  Arts  and  facilitator 
of  the  Interior  Design  Program, 
forecasts  growing  interest  as 
students  gain  experience  in 
components  of  professional 
design  work.  She  reports  that 
interest  has  also  extended  to 
complementary  areas.  Another 
section  of  VA  250,  Introduction 
to  Computers  in  the  Visual 
Arts,  began  this  spring  in 
response  to  the  many  interior  design 
candidates  who  enrolled  in  V A 231 
last  fall.  4.

graduated  from  Pine  Manor  College 
with  a degree  in  Child  Development.  At 
that  time,  I had  planned  to  teach  and  had 
not  anticipated  a career  in  interior  design. 
I returned  to  Tulsa  and,  shortly  there- 
after, I found  myself  managing  a friend's 
Pappagallo  Shop! 

Looking  back,  however,  I realize  the 
seeds  for  a future  in  design  were  always 
present.  My  grandmother  was  a 
decorator  in  California;  my  parents 
were  tremendously  creative  and 
both  had  a keen  sense  of  color.  I, 
too,  always  had  an  interest  in 
decorative  arts.  My  liberal  arts 
education  at  Pine  Manor  prepared 
me  in  many  important  ways  for  a 
future  in  interior  design.  It  was 
here — under  caring  faculty  and 
President  Ferry — that  I gained 
the  self-esteem  and  confidence  to 
define  and  achieve  a set  of  goals. 

I began  my  career  as  Anne 
Lee  Interiors  and  later  joined 
the  prestigious  design  firm  of 
Warren  Ramsey  Interiors.  I was 
truly  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Ramsey 
as  a mentor.  He  was  one  of  the  very 
best  in  his  field.  Now  he  is  gone, 
and  I work  with  his  grandson,  John 
Chapline,  who  shares  his  grand- 
father's enormous  talents.  John  is 
an  engineer  who  transforms  my 
fantasies  and  concepts  into 
renderings  and  original  Ramsey 
furniture. 

Through  the  years,  I have 
worked  with  a diverse  and 
demanding  group  of  clients. 

Always  challenging,  sometimes 
exhausting,  they  have  been  a 
constant  pleasure.  They  have 
provided  the  opportunity  to 
explore  almost  every  aspect  of 


design — from  color  and  texture  to 
custom  furniture.  I have  developed  a 
sense  of  humor,  considerable  patience, 
an  ability  to  listen  carefully,  and  an 
earnest  desire  to  design  environments 
which  reflect  the  individual  lifestyles 
and  interests  of  my  clients.  1 truly  love 
people,  and  because  decorating  has 
become  my  favorite  hobby,  I doubt  that 
I could  find  a more  enjoyable  career.

My  approach  to  design  is 
straightforward.  I always  attempt  to 
incorporate  the  interests  and  personality 
of  my  clients  into  my  work.  My  style  can 
best  be  described  as  quiet  elegance  with 
a bit  of  the  unexpected  and  a touch  of 
whimsey.  I enjoy  introducing  new 
ideas  and  concepts  while  avoiding 
that  which  is  trendy  or  "in." 

God's  naturxal  palette  is  my 
greatest  source  for  color:  moun- 
tains, oceans  and  the  natural  colors 
found  in  the  landscape.  I'm  often 
inspired  while  walking  on  a beach, 
skiing  or  cooking  with  colorful 
spices,  vegetables  and  fruits.  Egg- 
plant, pomegranate,  mustard,  sage 
or  raspberry  can  be  the  perfect 
shade  for  a wall  and  the  right 
ground  for  a classic  print  fabric. 

I have  the  greatest  respect  and 
admiration  for  the  work  of  three 
special  individuals — Chanel,  Elsie 
DeWolfe  and  Billy  Baldwin.  Their 
creations  represented  style,  charm, 
simple  elegance  and  pizzazz, 
always  pizzazz!

My  two  favorite  projects  involved 
building  a 4500-square-foot  log 
cabin  in  Crested  Butte,  Colorado, 
and  transforming  a garage  into  a

French  "toile  de  Claire"  kitchen  for  Bill 
and  Marsha  Thetford  of  Oklahoma  City. 

The  Thetfords  decided  to  change  a tiny 
kitchen  into  a butler's  pantry,  transform 
an  existing  garage  into  a kitchen  and 
build  a new  garage  and  old-fashioned 
mud  room  to  accomodate  three  children 
and  two  Dalmatians. 

Original  brick  walls  were  sand- 
blasted, bringing  a rich  and  wonderful 
color  to  life.  Cedar  beams  were  finished 
to  appear  aged  and  weathered.  Charcoal 
and  cream  toile  wallcovering  and  used 
brick  floors  were  added  to  complete  the 
warmth  in  the  heart  of  this  charming 
home. 

Marsha's  fine  collection  of  old  crystal 
and  French  porcelains  called  for  glass 
cabinet  doors.  Her  homemade  pastries 
inspired  the  use  of  verde  Giada  marble 
counter  tops — so  great  for  rolling  out 
dough.  The  piece  de  resistance  is  a back 
staircase  winding  from  tire  kitchen  to  the 
children's  bedrooms.  English  etchings  of 
cows  and  hens  add  a touch  of  whimsey. 


Tire  windows  and  French  doors  are 
curtained  in  three  fashions:  simple,  airy 
linen  cafes  in  natural;  tailoreci  cotton 
stripes  of  indigo,  black  and  oyster  on 
handwrought  iron  rods  and  rings 
finished  in  "fusty"  black  and  verde; 
charcoal  and  cream  cotton  toile  cafes 
trimmed  with  self-bias  band.  Chair 
pads  are  raspberry,  cream  and  putty 
plaid. 

This  particular  project  reflects  my 
decorating  philosophy — one  best  stated 
by  Billy  Baldwin:  "All  rooms  should 
begin  as  an  outgrowth  of  your  own 
personality,  then  become  more  personal 
and  more  welcoming  with  every  year." 
The  many  challenges  that  had  to  be 
addressed  in  this  project  were  an 
important  part  of  a truly  enjoyable 
experience.  4 


A few  thoughts  to  characterize 
my  work  and  suggest  some  of 
my  personal  tastes: 

A Every  room  needs  a touch  of  black 
and  a dash  of  red,  unexpected  color, 
pattern  and  a bit  of  whimsey. 

A Fresh  flowers  give  any  room  life 
and  zntality. 

A Nothing  is  more  welcoming 
than  a roaring  log  fire.  It's  truly 
enchanting! 

A Curtains  should  be  simple, 
understated — especially  over  finer 
doors  and  window's.  Quality  fabric  is 
essential,  and  cotton  and  linen  are 
appropriate  anywhere.  The  drama  of 
the  room  should  be  reserved  for  a 
soft  doxvn  sofa,  a great  Bergere  or 
gloria  us  u <al leaver i ng. 

A Antique,  wooden  floors,  oriental 
rugs  and  round  dining  tables! 

A A home  should  be  a lifetime 
hobby:  a collection  of  special  gifts 
from  family  and  friends  and  favorite 
treasures  from  travel  or  precious 
moments  in  time. 

A Family  roots  and  history  offer  a 
treasury  of  meaning  and  can  provide 
much  creativity  for  pei'sonal  space. 
Everything  should  not  be  acquired  at 
once,  but  be  collected.  Collecting  is 
an  art  and  should  last  a lifetime. 

Spontaneity  is  an  essential 
element  of  all  decorating. 
Although  a plan  is  necessary, 
it  must  remain  flexible.  When 
a builder  challenges  an  idea  as 
impossible,  I find  I do  my  best 
work.  Nothing  is  impossible  with 
patience,  persistence  and  money.

Restoring  Former  Glories  & 
Enhancing  New  Environments

JLor  the  most  part,  my  present  career 
involves  renovation  and  restoration  of 
existing  spaces,  primarily  commercial 
in  nature,  some  dealing  with  space 
planning,  some  strictly  interior  design. 

At  Pine  Manor,  Dr.  Rodman  R. 

Henry's  courses  in  Art  History  gave  an 
excellent  overview  of  the  history  of  art 
and  the  origins  of  design,  architectural 
history  and  styles,  as  well  as  furniture 
design  and  period  styles — a must  in 
my  kind  of  work.  His  enthusiasm  and 
incredible  knowledge  was  inspiring  and 
gave  me  a thirst  for  more  information. 

When  I was  a senior  earning  my  BFA 
at  University  of  Georgia  in  1970,  my 
design  class  held  an  evening  program 
for  professional  designers  to  speak  about 
actually  doing  what  we  had  been  learn- 
ing. Unfortunately,  at  that  time  there 
were  no  internships  for  design  students; 
we  could  not  "practice"  what  we  were 
studying  as  education  majors  could 
"practice  teach." 

After  the  program,  I struck  up  a 
conversation  with  one  gentleman,  and 
he  offered  me  a job!  He  was  the  principle 
designer  in  a small  firm,  the  first  estab- 
lished in  Atlanta.  They  specialized  in 
contract  design  primarily  for  commercial 
establishments  such  as  banks,  country 
clubs  and  offices.  As  one  of  a staff  of 
four,  I was  able  to  participate  in  abso- 
lutely everything.  At  times,  1 was  office 
"gopher."  However,  my  main  respon- 
sibility was  the  design  and  preparation 
of  presentation  boards,  as  well  as  esti- 
mates, orders  and  follow-up  on  items 
needed  to  do  a job. 

From  the  Atlanta  firm,  I joined  a large 
firm  in  Los  Angeles  winch  specialized 
in  store  planning  with  an  emphasis  on 
department  stores.  I assisted  the  owner 


in  all  phases  of  design,  again  learning 
from  many  angles.  When  my  husband 
and  I moved  to  St.  Louis,  I formed  my 
own  firm. 

My  work  encompasses  all  phases  of 
design.  I do  space  planning,  architectural 
design  and  interior  design.  The  job 
entails  planning  the  space;  preparing

and  presenting  the  proposal  to  the  client; 
bidding  the  job;  overseeing  the  construc- 
tion; selecting,  purchasing  and  installing 
everything  needed  for  the  interior;  and 
any  follow-up  work  required  to  satisfy 
the  client.  I also  do  graphics  and  often 
select  names,  logos,  marketing  strategies, 
type  styles,  colors  and  sizes  for  bro- 
chures on  commercial  projects.  I even 
plan  and  execute  project  openings. 

I most  enjoy  the  freewheeling 
beginning  of  a project  when  ideas  flow 
freely,  unhindered  by  budgets,  client 
likes  and  dislikes,  space  constraints  and 
all  the  other  realities  which  intrude  as  a 
project  advances.  It  is  also  a challenge, 
however,  to  work  on  a project  with  real 
parameters  such  as  a very  tight  budget, 


a very  limited  space,  a very  short  time 
schedule.  This  really  gets  those  creative 
juices  flowing! 

Without  question,  the  most  difficult 
part  for  me  is  the  immense  paperwork 
engendered  by  my  business.  I document 
every  word  spoken,  just  as  lawyers  do, 
since  people's  ideas,  wants  and  needs 
change  daily.  Time  spent  on  purchase 
orders,  correct  invoicing,  change  orders 
and  so  forth  is  a definite  drag  on  creati- 
vity. Fortunately,  I have  an  excellent 
staff  person  with  experience  in  these 
aspects  of  the  business,  as  well  as  book- 
keeping, to  handle  these  details  without 
mistakes.  There  is  no  room  in  a profes- 
sionally run  business,  no  matter  what  the 
size,  for  mistakes  in  numbers,  whether  in 
purchasing  or  invoicing.  It  is  the  fastest 
way  to  lose  client  confidence. 

Recent  changes  that  affect  my  work 
concern  advances  in  product  develop- 
ment, mainly  materials.  The  best  exam- 
ple is  carpeting.  In  the  60s  and  70s,  syn- 
thetic materials  with  extended  wearabil- 
ity and  cheaper  cost  were  really  popular. 
With  today's  expenditures  for  marketing 
and  research,  it  is  now  as  costly  to  pro- 
duce a yard  of  no-stain  nylon  carpeting 
as  it  is  to  produce  natural,  beautiful 
wool.  Theories  remain  the  same:  always 
good  design,  but  cost  has  become  a 
central  focus. 

Good  mentors  are  a must.  I have  had 
three  from  whom  I learned  many  tilings, 
each  unique  to  the  individual  person. 
From  the  first,  I learned  complete  atten- 
tion to  detail  and  the  importance  of 
accessories.  He  was  a horrible  business- 
man! From  the  second,  I learned  the 
importance,  unique  to  the  Oriental  mind, 
of  style  and  quiet  elegance — very  much 
the  "less  is  more"  attitude.  From  the 
third,  business,  business,  business. 
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Marble  staircase  and  front  hall  furnished  with 
antique  country  French  pieces  and  hand-colored 
antique  French  prints.

colors  and  wood  was  hand-sanded 
and  waxed;  marble  floors  were  pumiced 
and  polished  and  brass  hand-cleaned 
and  burnished.  Upon  completion,  the 
home  was  lovely  to  look  at  and  ready 
for  entertaining  in  the  old  grand  style! 

In  my  career,  I have  worked  with  many 
architects  and  wish  I had  continued  my 
studies  to  receive  a degree  in  architec- 
ture. However,  I am  embarking  on  a 
partnership  which  will  include  profes- 
sional graphics  services  with  marketing 
and  advertising  capabilities. 

Although  designers  are  often 
perceived  as  people  who  spend  other 
people's  money  to  buy  expensive  furni- 
ture and  paintings,  good  designers  can 
greatly  influence  the  environment  in 
which  they  work,  especially  offices. 
Proper  lighting,  well-designed  furniture 
and  spaces  which  function  effectively 
can  enhance  not  only  the  quality  of 
workers'  experience,  but  also  their 
productivity. 

My  best  advice  to  someone  entering 
the  field  is  to  note  that  the  glitter  and 
glamor  of  shopping  the  antique  stores 
and  attending  auctions  is  greatly  out- 
weighed by  a tremendous  amount  of 
work,  both  on  and  off  the  drawing 
board.  Do  not  be  fooled  into  thinking 
that  interior  design  is  always  fun — it 
is  a lot  of  hard  work,  but  usually  has 
wonderful  results!  ^ 


He  was  the  only  one  of  three  incredibly 
creative  people  who  was  a good  busi- 
nessman as  well. 

The  creative  talent  required  for  success 
in  design  is  hard  to  define;  it  is  one  of 
those  ethereal  entities  that  is  difficult  to 
put  into  words.  It  is  also  very  fleeting 
and  sometimes  hard  to  catch.  If  you 
have  it,  terrific;  if  not,  a huge  effort  and 
lots  of  experience  can  help.  My  assistant 
in  Boston  was  a journalism  major  who 
made  up  in  determination  for  what  she 
lacked  in  training  and  knowledge.  The 
most  important  thing  needed  is 
professionalism,  a learned  talent! 

In  my  22  years  of  working,  I have 
no  single  favorite  project.  Each  one  is 
different  and  enjoyable  for  different 
reasons.  The  accompanying  photographs 
of  a residence  which  had  been  built  with 
tender  loving  care  for  a family  was  a 
recent  restoration  project  of  mine.  It  had 
been  uninhabited  for  years  and  had 
fallen  into  a terrible  state  of  disrepair. 
After  much  research  and  planning, 
the  work  to  restore  it  to  its  former  glory 
began  and  proceeded  for  seven  months.

JL  JLl though  I never  planned  it, 

1 realize  my  career  in  architecture  and 
design  was  a natural  evolution.  My 
parents  are  interested  in  art  and  design. 
My  father  holds  a BA  from  Princeton 
with  a double  major — architecture  and 
pre-med. 

As  I was  growing  up,  we  visited 
"new"  buildings  when  we  vacationed, 
and  architecture  books  filled  our  home. 
When  I was  ten,  our  family  built  a new 
house,  and  we  children  were  involved 
with  its  siting  and  design,  visiting  the 
construction  site  weekly.  My  father 
designed  this  house  and  several  office 
buildings  for  his  medical  practice; 
there  were  always  drawings  around 
the  house.  As  general  contractor,  my 
father  was  also  responsible  for 
coordinating  the  trades  work  and 
materials.  All  this  was  "in  the  air" 
at  nightly  dinner  table  discussions. 

1 "lived"  it  as  a child. 

At  PMC,  I took  art  history  courses 
which  opened  my  eyes  to  design.  I 
traveled  to  Spain  on  spring  break  and 
saw  its  cathedrals  and  old  cities.  These 
experiences  set  me  on  a path — a major 
in  art  history  and  an  interest  in  city 
planning.  After  PMC,  I earned  a BA  with 
a concentration  in  Art  History  from  B.U., 
and  three  years  later  I graduated  from 
RI  School  of  Design  with  a Bachelor's 
in  Architecture. 

I worked  for  many  firms — The  Cannon 
Group,  Mariani  and  Associates,  Wilkes 
Faulkner  Jenkins  & Bass,  and  Notter 
Finegold  & Alexander  in  Washington, 
DC — and  then  in  Boston  at  MASSPORT 
and  The  Stubbins  Associates.  I am 
currently  a consultant  to  The  Architects 
Collaborative,  Cambridge. 


As  an  architect,  one  must  work  for 
three  years  before  taking  the  registration 
exam.  As  an  "intern"  architect,  one  does 
the  dirty  work  on  a project — changing 
details  and  plans,  calling  for  samples, 
making  material  boards,  building 
models.  Of  course,  at  the  time,  this  is  all 
glamorous  and  one  learns  a good  deal 
about  how  a building  goes  together. 


Mentoring  was  a concept 
I was  unaccustomed  to:  as 
a woman  and  as  an  individual , 
/ made  the  mistake  of  thinking 
I had  to  do  it  all  by  myself. 


After  a while,  however,  it  wears  thin. 
One  realizes  that  there  is  a long  road 
with  much  to  learn  and  many  long 
nights  preparing  for  client  presentations 
ahead.  Beginning  to  be  an  architectural 
designer  is  exciting  and  exhausting  at 
the  same  time,  and  that  never  goes  away. 

Once  registered,  I traveled  from  office 
to  office  as  work  flourished  in  DC — 
working  on  corporate  headquarters, 
private  houses,  historic  renovation, 
hospitals  and  speculative  office 
buildings.  I worked  with  teams  of  two 
to  ten  people,  depending  on  a project's 
size,  for  six  to  24  months. 

After  ten  years,  my  interests  defined 
themselves  further,  and  I focused  more 
intensely  on  interior  architecture.  When 
I moved  to  Boston  in  1982, 1 changed 


from  architecture  to  interiors  and 
worked  for  a multi-disciplinary  firm — 
architecture,  interiors,  landscape  and 
planning.  There,  I took  on  more 
responsibility  for  team  and  project 
management.  In  1989, 1 earned  an 
MBA  at  Simmons  Graduate  School 
of  Management. 

During  the  time  I have  worked  in  the 
field,  computer-aided  design  (CAD)  for 
drawing  and  other  software  for  manag- 
ing finances  and  projects  have  made  the 
biggest  changes  in  the  way  we  operate. 
The  biggest  change  in  the  industry  as  a 
whole  is  that  the  economic  ills  of  the 
moment  have  caused  companies  around 
the  country  to  downsize  the  number  of 
their  designers  by  about  half.  Clients 
have  "downsized"  too,  creating  a new 
type  of  business  with  less  ambitious 
budgets  and  a more  narrow  scope  of 
work.  This  makes  any  project  more 
challenging  for  the  designer.  An 
additional  phenomenon  is  the  emer- 
gence of  international  clients  from  the 
Far  East. 

Mentors  have  come  and  gone. 
Sometimes  I wasn't  aware  of  having 
them — they  chose  me;  other  times,  I 
chose  them.  Mentoring  was  a concept 
1 was  unaccustomed  to:  as  a woman 
and  as  an  individual,  1 made  the  mistake 
of  thinking  I had  to  do  it  all  by  myself. 
Only  in  later  life  did  I realize  there  are 
other  ways  of  succeeding,  and  it's  all 
right  to  ask  for  help! 

A high  percentage  of  women  haven't 
been  in  the  business  much  longer  than 
I have.  There  were  a handful  who  were 
older  in  DC,  and  they  did  not  make 
themselves  available.  Only  men  were 
available,  and  sometimes  the  call  for 
advice  or  help  was  misunderstood  on 
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their  part.  However,  sometimes  a nice 
professional  relationship  developed. 

My  true  mentors  today  are  colleagues 
who  have  had  other  experiences  as  I 
have  accumulated  my  own;  therefore, 
we  support  one  another  without  being 
more  "advanced"  than  one  another  in 
age.  My  generation  is  now  in  a position 
to  be  mentors.  I enjoy  giving  advice! 

Of  course,  sometimes  it  clicks,  and 
sometimes  it  doesn't. 

Among  the  qualities  I'd  say  are 
necessary  for  success  (in  addition  to  3-D 
perception  and  good  artistic  skills)  are 
good  communication,  writing  and  pre- 
sentation skills;  energy  and  stamina; 
ability  to  work  as  a team  member  with 
others  at  many  levels;  and  the  initiative 
to  take  on  challenges  and  follow  through 
on  them  independently. 

Today,  my  job  entails  managing  client 
relations,  project  operations  and  em- 
ployee relations.  I interact  with  many 
people,  including  clients,  employees, 
engineers  and  miscellaneous  consul- 
tants, contract  and  office  principals.  I 
make  sure  communications  are  trans- 
mitted, deadlines  are  met  and  the 
building  is  designed  and  detailed  to 
the  best  of  our  abilities. 

I have  had  a number  of  favorite 
projects.  The  Lion  and  Tiger  Exhibit  of 
the  National  Zoo  in  DC  gave  me  a 
chance  to  create  animal  environments 
accessible  to  the  public  in  a safe  way. 

The  final  exhibit  works  very  well  for 
both  staff  and  animals.  I also  enjoyed 
the  NJ  corporate  headquarters,  where 
my  responsibility  was  to  take  the  project 
from  start  to  finish.  Thus,  I was  inti- 
mately involved  from  the  very  first  day. 
My  client  worked  as  hard  as  any 
designer  to  find  ways  to  make  his 
building  artistic  and  functional. 

A third  favorite  was  an  independent 
project  I did  with  a colleague  for  the 
Junior  League  Show  House.  More  than 
40  designers  took  on  a 38-room  house, 


built  on  a 75-acre 
estate  for  a 
gentleman  horse 
breeder  in  1889. 

Our  project 
entailed  redesign- 
ing and  rebuilding 
a back  hall  and 
stairway  from 
scratch  with  our 
bare  hands!  We 
were  able  to  obtain 
furniture  on  loan 
and  several  artist 
friends  provided 
the  winning 
details,  such  as 
stenciled  folk  art 
on  a radiator  cover 
repeated  in  a 
simpler  form  on 
the  painted  floor. 

We  used  an 
unembellished 
Shaker  style  and 

chose  a simple  gray-blue  from  Benjamin 
Moore's  historic  paint  shades  for  the 
floor,  continuing  it  over  the  moldings  in 
the  passage  for  visual  continuity.  The 
table  is  plain  cherry,  and  the  cabinet's 
straight  lines  and  simplicity  are  formal 
enough  for  the  view  from  the  front  of  the 
hall,  but  comfortable  enough  for  the 
view  from  the  back  door.  The  hinged 
mirror  has  two  purposes:  it  covers  a fuse 
box  and  enlarges  the  view  around  the 
comer  of  the  hall.  A local  design  trade 
publication  rewarded  our  efforts  by 
noting,  "The  simple  design  creates  a 
bright,  airy  hallway  that  unites  Upstairs 
and  Downstairs  with  ease." 

On  a day-to-day  basis,  I find  meeting 
and  working  with  clients,  learning  about 
their  business  and  how  they  work,  most 
enjoyable.  Most  tedious  is  keeping  track 
of  the  details  of  managing  a project  and 
designing  a building.  Most  annoying  is 
a client  who  is  delinquent  in  paying  the

bill  after  all  our  work! 

As  I look  towards  the  future,  I see  I 
would  like  to  narrow  my  field  to  more 
consulting  work,  just  in  programming 
clients'  projects.  I would  plan  for  size: 
i.e.,  number  of  people,  area  required, 
types  of  equipment,  types  of  office  and 
workstation  arrangements,  and  organize 
this  information  into  a report  for  the 
department.  I’d  also  like  to  buy  a house 
and  renovate  it  or  build  from  scratch. 
And  I'd  like  to  try  my  hand  at  teaching 
again.  All  of  finis  suggests  moving  out 
of  mainstream  corporate  design  work 
and  into  a more  flexible  business 
arrangement.  This  a five-year  plan, 
and  I'm  halfwav  there!  ^

JL  jLs  an  undergraduate  at  Pine

In  the  last  year,  most  of  our  design 
work  has  been  with  health  care 
institutions.  Recent  projects  have 
included  the  public  spaces  of  the 
Fox  Chase  Cancer  Center  Outpatient 
Building;  the  Chairman's  Office, 
Department  of  Medicine  at  Georgetown 
Medical  Center,  Washington,  DC;  the 
Department  of  Medicine  and  Silverstein 
Entrance  Lobby  at  the  Hospital  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania;  and  the 
Department  of  Dermatology  and 
General  Medicine  at  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  The  depressed  state  of  the 
economy  has  diminished  corporate 
work,  but  the  market  for  designing 
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specialty  centers  and  medical  office 
spaces  has  grown. 

Over  the  years,  the  greatest  change 
in  the  profession  has  been  the  intro- 
duction of  the  use  of  CAD  (computer- 
aided  design)  which  has  radicalized  the 
design  profession.  CAD  is  best  used  for 
new  construction  or  large  institutions 
where  it  is  necessary  to  have  "as  built" 
plans  for  mechanical  or  electrical 
engineering  on  file.  These  drawings 
can  also  be  used  for  large  institutions 
with  an  open  plan  system  where  panels 
can  be  changed  and  reconfigured.  The 
need  for  "lots  of  change"  justifies  the 
CAD  expense. 


Mine  is  an  interesting  profession  with 
lots  of  flexibility.  Each  job  presents  new 
challenges  and  new  people  with  whom 
to  work.  Each  project  has  its  own  "life." 

My  career  also  influences  my 
volunteer  work.  From  heading  up  the 
Operations  Committee  at  International 
blouse  and  being  a member  of  the 
Property  & Planning  Committee  at 
Germantown  Friends'  School  to  my 
membership  on  the  Board  of  the 
Philadelphia  Historic  Preservation 
Corporation,  my  career  enhances  what

about  paying  your  dues!  I had  to  learn 
the  subway  sytem  quickly.  My  job 
entailed  tearing  all  over  the  city  in 
search  of  anything  from  a perfect  Louis 
XV  armchair  to  coffee  for  advertising 
executives  overseeing  the  photo  shoot. 

A year  later,  I became  a room  set 
designer  for  a studio  specializing  in 
home  furnishings  photography.  My 
passion  for  interior  design  grew,  and 
about  six  months  later,  I began  studying 
at  the  New  York  School  of  Interior 
Design.  Two  years  later,  I began  free- 
lancing as  an  interior  set  designer  within 
the  home  furnishings  industry.  For  the 
next  six  years,  my  work  revolved  around 
constructing  showrooms  for  fall  and 
spring  market  weeks. 

I moved  to  Boston  and,  at  that  point 
in  my  career,  I decided  to  try  something 
different.  I joined  an  office  furniture 


dealership  where  I gained  a great  deal  of 
knowledge  in  contract  design.  Contract 
design  entails  the  planning  of  office 
environments  as  well  as  health  care  and 
educational  facilities.  I learned  about 
contract  furniture,  fabrics,  wallcoverings 
and  carpets.  Function  is  a key  element  in 
contract  design. 

Currently,  I am  a residential  designer. 
In  contrast  to  contract  design,  function  is 
important  in  residential  design,  but  there 
is  room  for  fantasy.  I love  the  challenge 
of  taking  clients'  existing  spaces  and 
creating  an  environment  that  looks  good 
and  makes  them  feel  good  as  well. 

Doing  it  right  requires  asking  lots  of 
questions  and  listening  carefully. 


At  this  point,  I am  still  learning  and 
am  always  looking  for  new  ideas  to 
inspire  me.  As  I look  to  the  future,  one  of 
my  goals  is  to  be  published  in  a national 
home  furnishings  magazine. 

My  advice  to  someone  entering  the 
field  is  to  plan  on  at  least  a two  or  three- 
year  degree.  Build  a good  portfolio  of 
work.  Consider  a public  speaking  course 
to  enhance  your  ability  to  communicate 
ideas.  If  you  are  considering  your  own 
business,  management  courses  are  also 
helpful. 

For  me,  interior  design  is  a creative 
sales  job,  and  my  ideas  are  my  selling 
tools.  ^

JL  always  had  an  interest  in  art,  but 
was  not  always  sure  how  to  apply  it.  In 
high  school,  testing  showed  I had  an 
aptitude  for  design,  and  1 decided  to 
pursue  it.  PMC  art  courses  toward  my 
AA  in  Visual  Arts  taught  me  a great  deal 
about  basic  color  and  design.  I acquired 
expertise  in  both  black-and-white  and 
color  design,  and  learned  about  the 
balance  of  shapes,  colors  and  tones. 
Armed  with  that  knowledge  and  an 
interest  in  architecture,  I set  my  sights 
on  a career  in  interior  design. 

I enrolled  in  a five-year  design 
program  at  University  of  Louisville, 
Kentucky.  There  I learned  more  about 
basic  color,  fabrics  and  textiles,  as  well

as  residential  and  commercial  design. 
Next,  I spent  three  years  working  in 
the  resource  room  of  a local  firm  in 
Louisville  pricing  and  filing  samples. 

The  experience  acquainted  me  with 
many  different  companies  and  helped 
me  to  learn  their  various  "looks,"  and 
gave  me  a fine  overview  of  available 
sources. 

I was  lucky  that  a family  friend  helped 
me  to  obtain  my  first  job.  Not  only  did 
she  get  me  started,  but  was  she  was  a 
helpful  and  supportive  mentor.  From 
her  I learned  that,  as  a designer,  my  task 
was  to  carefully  assess  the  taste  and  life- 
style of  my  clients  and  apply  my  design 
concepts  in  response  to  them,  whether  or

not  our  tastes  were  similar.  I then  moved 
on  to  Helringer's,  a prominent  Louisville 
firm,  where  1 am  now  a designer. 

The  easiest  way  to  explain  what  a 
designer  does  is  to  compare  her  to  the 
"creative  axle"  in  the  center  of  a wheel. 
The  "spokes"  of  the  wheel  include  wall- 
paper  companies  and  paper  hangers; 
carpet  manufacturers  and  installers; 
paint  companies  and  painters;  fabric 
companies  and  drapery  rooms;  furniture 
companies  and  delivery  people;  and 
cabinet  companies  and  carpenters.  The 
designer  has  other  areas  of  responsibili- 
ty, too,  but  these  few  demonstrate  how 
we  orchestrate  not  only  colors,  designs 
and  media,  but  also  coordinate  people 
and  companies  to  achieve  a project's 
filial  outcome. 

Fashion  trends  play  a large  part  in  this 
industry.  Readers  are  probably  aware  of 
the  "Southwest"  look  which  has  recently 
become  the  rage.  It  is  also  prominent  in 
home  design.  Sometimes  fashion  from 
another  era  proves  useful.  For  instance, 

I frequently  look  at  old  hoop  skirt  prints 


which  can  inspire  wonderful  window 
treatments! 

One  of  my  favorite  projects  is  to  tackle 
a "Show  House."  It  is  a delight  to  trans- 
form a house  with  potential  into  a spec- 
tacular place  in  accordance  with  its  archi- 
tectural period.  Each  room  is  designed 
by  a different  designer.  One  must  co- 
ordinate with  others  while  doing  work 
which  is  distinctively  her  own. 

Eventually,  I hope  to  open  my  own 
design  company.  This  would  be  the  ulti- 
mate challenge  because  it  would  involve 
every  aspect  of  design,  from  buying, 
accounting  and  displays  to  actual  design. 

Design  is  a hard  business  in  which  to 
get  a start.  Working  for  a predominently 
residential  firm  means  landing  clients. 
Most  come  from  family,  friends  and 
referrals  from  previous  jobs,  especially 
until  one  has  built  a reputation  for  good 
work.  Beginning  is  tough,  but  the  wait 
is  worth  it  in  the  end.  I throughly  enjoy 
what  I do  and  can't  imagine  doing 
anything  else.  ^

graduated  from  PMC  with  a BA  in 
Art  History  in  1990.  Assistant  Professor 
of  Art  History  Sara  Junkin  was  a terrific 
mentor  and  friend,  and  I still  call  upon 
her  for  advice  and  a good  conversation. 
As  a successful  woman  in  a field  domi- 
nated by  men,  Dr.  Junkin  was  an 
inspiration.  She  taught  me  that  with  per- 
severance I could  accomplish  anything 
I wanted  to  do.  Her  intelligence  and  her 
excellence  in  her  field  is  impressive. 

My  PMC  education  also  gave  me 
wonderful  internship  experiences  in  art 
which  related  to  both  business  and  aca- 
demic worlds.  For  four  months  in  1989, 

I worked  for  the  Massachusetts  Cultural 
Alliance  as  an  assistant  to  the  Director  of 
Development.  I researched  potential 
grant  funders  for  Boston  artists  and 
helped  to  plan  a fundraiser  for  artists. 


A favorite  project  allowed  me  to 
combine  artist's  biography  and 
subject's  biography , and 
interweave  them  with  American 
cultural  information. 

I spent  another  four  months  as  a 
research  assistant  at  the  Vose  Archive, 
Boston.  There,  I researched  female 
artists  in  Boston  before  1900,  exploring 
both  their  careers  and  their  education. 

I also  researched  bibliographic  sources 
of  American  artists  born  before  1900 
and  Boston-educated  artists  born  before 
1900.  In  each  internship,  my  objective 
was  to  do  the  same  work  a paid  em- 


ployee would  do.  I found  my  super- 
visors gave  me  more  "real"  work  and 
less  "busy  work"  because  of  my  attitude. 

After  graduation,  I was  accepted  as  an 
intern  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution's 
National  Portrait  Gallery.  I began  as  a 
research  assistant  for  the  Peale  family 
papers.  I met  another  wonderful  mentor. 
Dr.  Lillian  B.  Miller,  author  and  director 
of  the  Peale  family  papers.  She  taught 
me  that  having  a business  edge  in  the 
field  of  art  history  kept  one  "in  the 
game"  as  a key  player.  She  also  showed 
me  that  being  well-rounded  is  impor- 
tant, no  matter  what  career  one  pursues. 
Thank  goodness  for  my  liberal  arts 
education! 

After  three  months,  the  Smithsonian 
hired  me,  and  I continued  researching 
and  writing  for  a catalogue  and  cata- 
logue raisonne  of  Rembrandt  Peale  in 
preparation  for  the  Rembrandt  Peale 
Exhibition  in  Fall  1992.  This  remains  one 
of  my  favorite  projects.  It  allowed  me  to 
combine  the  artist's  biography  with  the 
subject's  biography,  and  interweave 
them  with  American  cultural  informa- 
tion. I enjoyed  studying  Rembrandt 
Peale's  patrons  in  Boston  during  the 
1820s  and  researching  Boston  Brahmins 
and  art  society  during  that  decade. 


After  my  contract  was  completed, 

I studied  at  Sotheby's  American  Art 
course  in  New  York  City,  where  I 
learned  more  about  the  decorative  arts. 
After  being  introduced  to  the  auction 
scene  and  talking  with  dealers,  I decided 
it  would  be  interesting  to  work  in  an 
auction  house.  Butterfield  & Butterfield 
in  San  Francisco  appealed  to  me  because 
it  is  a renowned  and  distinguished  old 
regional  auction  house. 

B & B holds  auctions  of  everything 
from  antique  firearms  to  Sevres  porce- 
lain, 19th  century  California  plein  aire 
painters  to  Rousseau.  One  of  my  respon- 
sibilities is  daily  reconciliation  of  cata- 
logue sales.  (Accounting  was  not  my 
forte  before  I took  this  job!)  I also  handle 
many  national  and  international  cus- 
tomer calls  concerning  auction  catalogue 
subscriptions  and  relating  to  individual 
auctions.  I coordinate  catalogue  mailings 
once  they  arrive  at  the  auction  house, 
and  I often  sell  them  during  previews, 
which  is  interesting  because  I meet  the 
customers.  I have  frequent  contact  with 
auction  houses  and  art  dealers  across  the 
country  and  around  the  world. 

The  most  annoying  aspect  of  my  work 
is  being  blamed  for  the  failings  of  the 
U.S.  Postal  Sendee.  (I  try  to  grin  and  bear 
it  and  apologize  often.)  Most  enjoyable  is 
that  my  colleagues  are  all  overqualified, 
young,  energetic  and  friendly. 

The  greatest  change  in  the  auction 
world  in  1993  is  that  Sotheby's  and 
Christie's  have  raised  their  buyers'  pre- 
mium to  15  percent.  B & B has  not  yet 
followed  suit.  We  do  see  that  customers 
are  beginning  to  shop  around  for  other 
reputable  auction  houses  because  of  this 
change.  Also,  there  is  a marked  change 
in  auction  houses'  attitudes  towards 
customer  service.  They  focus  more  on 
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Multiple  Challenges 
in  Design 


selling  merchandise  for  profit  as  a 
service  for  individuals  and 
marketing  these  items  before  the 
sale.  Marketing  and  public 
relations  play  a bigger  and  bigger 
role  in  today's  auction  houses. 

The  best  advice  I can  give  young 
people  interested  in  this  field  is  to 
stay  with  a job  for  as  long  as 
possible.  There  is  such  a rate  of 
turnover  in  new  employees  that 
perseverance  and  commitment 
are  really  noticed  and  appre- 
ciated. I would  also  caution  that 
lots  of  "dues  paying"  is  required  if 
one  wants  to  work  in  the  arts.  It 
can  be  frustrating,  particularly  for 
someone  from  a place  like  PMC 
where  there  are  so  many  excellent 
internships  that  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  success  while  one  is 
still  an  undergraduate.  However, 
there  are  excellent  resources 
available  nationally  for  a variety 
of  jobs  iir  the  arts.  I have  found 
them  in  DC,  New  York  City, 
Boston,  Chicago  and  San 
Francisco. 

I am  still  searching  for  my  niche. 
I believe  the  qualities  necessary 
for  success  have  as  much  to  do 
with  character  as  with  talent. 

Skills  can  be  learned,  but  honesty 
and  integrity  are  the  most 
important  qualities  I possess  for 
my  job  right  now.  As  1 look  to  the 
future,  someday  I hope  to  be 
successful  at  representing  and 
promoting  artists  in  the  art  market 
or  in  managing  their  business 
responsibilities.  I am  also  eager  to 
continue  expanding  my  academic 
knowledge  of  American  art 
history  and  would  enjoy  teaching 
it.  I'd  love  to  teach  a younger 
audience — junior  high  and  high 
school  students.  4

have  always  loved  the  challenge 
the  field  of  interior  design  brings.  At 
Pine  Manor,  my  focus  was  on  fine  arts, 
which  provided  helpful  perspectives 
from  an  art  history  point  of  view.

Another  recent  challenge  has  been  to 
create  healing  environments  for  hospi- 
tals. I am  presently  co-chair  of  an 
Environmental  Design  Committee  at 
California  Pacific  Medical  Center  and 
Children's  Hospital  in  San  Francisco. 

My  focus  is  to  help  develop  projects 
throughout  the  hospital  to  make  it  more 
comfortable,  humane  and  fun.  Through 
the  addition  of  aquariums,  artwork, 
music,  and  a meditation/ chapel  room, 
to  name  a few,  we  hope  to  create  a less 
stressful  place  for  the  patients,  workers 
and  visiting  family  members  alike. 


I also  do  freelance  jobs  involving 
all  types  of  interior  and  product 
design.  I have  enjoyed  designing 
hat  boxes  and  several  pieces  of 
furniture  for  Hold  Everything/ 
Williams  Sonoma. 

I tackled  an  exciting 
project  for  NASA , 
designing  space  station 
interiors. 

Qualities  and  talents  I would 
term  necessary  for  success  in  design 
are  energy,  creativity,  passion  about 
interiors,  attention  to  details,  and 
problem-solving  capacities,  not  to 
mention  the  ability  to  do  100  things 
at  once. 

And  finally,  this  fall,  I begin  the 
architecture  program  at  California 
College  of  Arts  and  Crafts  in  San 
Francisco,  to  bridge  my  interior 
design  background  to  architecture, 
and  the  opportunity  to  create 
"whole"  environments.  My  focus 
will  be  on  senior  housing, 
affordable  housing  and  facilities 
for  special  populations  such  as 
single  parent /low  income  housing. 

I am  thrilled  to  be  going  back  to 
school  again  and  adding  new  skills 
that  will  give  me  tire  opportunity  to 
design  mindful  buildings  for  needs 
in  a changing  world.

On  Thursday,  February  22,  the  Pine  Manor  community  spent 
a day  reflecting  on  diversity  and  the  challenges  of  living 
harmoniously  in  a society  which  reflects  a global  rather  than  a 
national  population. 

The  day  began  with  breakfast  in  the  Ellsworth  Hall  "galleria," 
and  was  opened  with  a welcome  by  President  Rosemary  Ashby. 
The  keynote  address  was  delivered  by  Professor  Jack  Levins 
of  Northeastern  University.

Shai  Held,  a Harvard  University  senior;  Amy  Kautzman,  a librarian 
at  Northeastern  University;  Sara  Miller,  a Wellesley  College  student; 
and  Judy  Yu,  a Boston  College  student.  Each  mirrored  an  aspect  of 
diversity  represented  on  all  college  campuses  and  related  personal 
stories,  both  hurtful  and  heartwarming,  which  had  affected  their 
educational  experiences. 

Following  each  panelist.  Professor  Levins  and  PMC  Professor 
Robert  Owczarek  provided  "a  la  talk  show"  microphones  for 
student  dialogue  with  panelists  on  stage.  The  result  was  lively 
interaction,  which  reflected  significant  thought  and  a desire  to 
grow  and  work  together  on  all  sides. 

An  afternoon  film  series  reflecting  themes  of  diversity  featured 
films  which  included,  "Au  Revoir  les  Enfants,"  "Desert  Hearts," 

"Do  the  Right  Thing,"  "Mississippi  Masala,"  "Pretty  in  Pink," 
and  "Water  Dance." 

The  day  was  a result  of  a community  effort  and  is  the  beginning 
of  an  ongoing  educational  process  of  enabling  a diverse  community 
to  grow  in  respect  and  appreciation  of  one  another.
